un nan Builds Ocean Terror. 
London, Eng., «Nov. 17.—While the 
British have not been making much 
noise about air navigation as an ad­ 
junct of war, they have 
not 
been 
idle. A remarkable air craft, which 
it is asserted Win cause something 
approaching a revolution in the meth­ 
ods cf naval warfare has been engag­ 
ing t ie attention of an expert as 
Mci-srs. Vickers & Maxim’s works at 
Ban )w, and in a month’s time will 
be launched from Barrow. 
The airship, which has been built 
for the Admiralty, will be the first 
of a fleet of sea birds which, acting 
in connection with our battle ships, 
probably will decide the issue of the 
great naval battle. 
•Naval Airship No. I” as t « in­ 
vention is described in cold oHcial 
language, is built on the principle 
of a seagull, and will 
ail on the 
water and fly in the air, following in 
the wake of a battleship, and riding 
the waves as lightly as a bird. Thf 
airship at a moment’s notice will 
rise straight from the sea. and in a 


f e w minutes will he hovering a thou­ 
sand feet above the enemy’s fleet. 
Guarded Night and Day. 
Such are the expectations of its 
inventor, one of the officials of Vick­ 
ers & Maxim’s, who has done more 
to improve’ the submarine than any 
man in England. The first of Brit­ 
ain s sea birds is now lying partially 
inflated in the large shed near Rams- 
den dock. The shed is guarded by 
marines night and day, and the very 
closest secrecy is observed. 
I am in a position to state just 
what the airship is, the character of 
her design, her strong points, her 
weaknesses and the work she will be 
called upon to do. 
Obviously, I may not disclose the 
source of my information, but its 
accuracy may be accepted without 
question. 
The naval airship is 500 feet long, 
and it will measure 50 or 60 feet in 
height when resting on the water. It 
is of conical shape, blunt at the 
nose and sharp at the stern, some­ 
thing similar to the ill-fated Zeppe­ 
lins, and, like the German airships, 
its supporters are composed of Ger­ 
man metal, which is lighter than 
aluminum. 
The gas bag or balloon part is 
composed of three skins—the first a 
sort of thing rubber skin, the sec­ 
ond silk net-work and goldbeater’s 
skin. Between the outer skin and the 


clouds as a submarine rises from the 
bed of the ocean to the surface. 
The first of the seabirds will not 
be tinned With guns until her exper­ 
imental trials have proved success­ 
ful. Officers from the admiralty are 
on the spot anxiously waiting the 
launch a month hence. 
It is feared that complete success 
may be marred owing to the lacfk of 
skilled work on -the construction of 
the ship. No f^wer than 200 appren­ 
tices have been working in the shed 
and although their enthusiasm is un­ 
questioned they have not the skill of 
trained workmen. 
There are twelve chambers in the 
balloon, and when half of these were 
filled with hydrogen the gas bag 
broke away from the staves, doing 
much damage and wasting 50 pounds 
of gas. 
There will not be slightest doubt 
about the airship rising in the air; 
the 'difficulty will be to navigate her 
over the water. 
Anyhow, naval airship No. I will 
have a very severe test for when 
she flies from her shed and skims 
down the channel sh^ will be called 
upon to meet the full force of the 
Irish Sea as it races round the el­ 
bow buoy. 
Successful or not the secret of 
the Barrow airship has been well 
kept, public attention being drawn 
away from the home article by the 
visit of the Clement-Bayard airship 
from France, and by constant warn­ 
ings to the effect that if we were tr 
keep up with other nations in air 
craft we must purchase foreign air­ 
ships. 
Once let naval airship No. I brave 
the buffeting of the Irish Sea, and 
we need not fear war on water oi 
in th* air. A fleet of Dreadnoughts, 
supported by 
a 
fleet of seabirds] 
would quickly settle the question of 
superiority at sea.

plank of a foot wide. The gondolas 
are made of larch wood, and these 
support the ship when she is on 
the water. 
There will be a crew of eight men 
four in each gondola, and they will 
be able to change places from bow to 
stern or vice versa, by means of the 
plank gangway—a perilous undertak 
ing, whether on the water or in thf 
air. 
Fifty Miles an llonr. 
There are two eight-cylinder, wa­ 
ter-cooled engines, each 129 horse­ 
power. and these drive two large 
tractors at the bow and one small 
propeller at the stern. The engines 
will give the airship a speed of fif­ 
ty miles an hour in the air. The 
speed in the water will depend upon 
the conditions of the sea and the 
strength of the water by its tractors 
and propellers, after the manner of 
a hydroplane. 
The gondolas are filled with wa­ 
ter ballast, and when the airship is 
required to rise from the waves the 
water will be discharged and the 
ship will rise from the sea to the
